Enormous Damage. 


Greenville. MJSK., March 27—A vol- 


ume of water sixteen feet deep and 
over six hundred feet in 
length is 


pouring through the crevasse in the 
levee five miles south' of here, and 
flooding thousands of acres of the fin- 
est farming land in the 
celebrated 


Taoo- delta. 
The roar of the rushing 
waters is easily heard here. 
When 


the first report of the break reached 
Greenville the exxcitement was intense 
and many people began to collect their 
valuables and held themselves in read- 
iness to move at a moment's notice. 
Tonight backwater reached this city, 
but it is believed there is no danger 
here from the flood. 


Major John M. 
Sears, who has 


charge temporarily of 1he government 
office hero, stated tonight that the 
break is umiuestioiinbly the worst in 
the history of the levee system. 
He 
says the entire delta south as far as 
Vicksburg will be inundated and the 
fine farming 
lands in 
Washington, 


Bolivar and Sharkey counties will be 
under water for more than two weeks. 
Eeports from the interior are meagre, 
but It is believed the people were fully 
prepared for the break and the loss of 
life, If any, will be reduced to a min- 
imum, though the loss of stock may be 
quite heavy. 


The situation at 
midnight 
grows 
worse for Greenville. 
The city is in 


total darkness, the water having put 
out the fires in the electric light plants. 
Work on the protection levee through 
the main street was abandoned and 
the water has reached 
Washington 
avenue, the highest point in the city. 
Appeals for help have been coming in 
all night from Tuxedo and the race 
track additions and relief boats are 
being sent there. 
News comes from 


these additions that the people were 
seen clinging to roofs of "hoi ses and 
rafts to escape the rising waters. 


Many lives are 
reported lost, a 


woman arid five oh idren perishing in 
one house. 
It is expected that by 


morning the water will cover all parts 
of the city.

St. Petersburg, March 27—Dr. Julius 


N. Keuter, lecturer in the university 
of Helslngfors, who was detailed by ln« 
Finnish relief committee to make a 
tour of Finland, positively denies that 
his party either found or heard of any 
parish where there are 5,000 destitute 
persons, ns had been stated. 


During the whole trip Keuter was 


only able to procure one bit of "hunger 
bread," which Is composed of flour 
made from green grain mixed with 
bark. 


The party visited fifty poor cottages. 


They found in eveiy one of them plen- 
ty of bread and supplies of Hour. 


Renter adds there would have been 


untold suffering but for assistance of 
the committee. 
As to the stories of 


deaths from famine Reuter adds no 
such happenings have been reported 
anywhere.

vate members' bill of 
little conse- 


quence they voted against the gov- 
ernment with the result the ministers 
only escaped defeat by tho nanow ma- 
jority of 13. Had the Irishmen been 
present in their full strength, tho gov- 
ernment would have 
been 
defeated. 
This uncertain attitude of John Red- 
mond's supporters is giving the gov- 
ernment great anxiety.

• It is no small task to prepare the 
/books for the assessors. 
There are 


four books for T>ecatur township and 
city and as there are sixteen townships 
t outside of Decatur and the books for 
; each ara made in. duplicate there are 


•-. 32 books for the county outside of the 
city to be prepared. 
The county clerk must put the des- 
cription of all the 
property in 
the 
books. In Decatur city there are about 
2760 different tracts and lots to put in 
the books. 
In the entire county there are about 


84,000 different pieces of property to 
iuune. As each piece of property must 
be described in two different books and 
•when it is considered that all of this 
work must be done with pen and ink 
it can be seen that the preparation of 
the assessor's books is no small task. 
Mr. Dodd has, not found it necessary 


to employ much extra help 
on the 


•work as it was started early enougl 
for most of the work to be clone by 
the office force. 
The cost therefore 


of making out the books will not be 
very great. The books to be used by 
the assessors were purchased by the 
county at a cost of about §TJ. 
Assessors to Meet. 


AH of the assessors of the county 
have been notified to meet next Sat- 
urday at the court house to talk over 
their plans of woik with E. li. Moffett. 
the county treasurer, who also acts as 
supervisor of assessments. 


The law requires that this bo done 
Just before the work of making1 the as- 
sesf;ment in the different townships is 
started and the purpose of the mooting 
is to agree upon some standard of val- 
ues which can be followed out by all 
the different assessors. 
In this way 
the assessment throughout the county 
>vill be uniform. 


For example it will be agreed as to 


how much corn will be valued at on
